SPEAKER CRISP. AT HIS HOTEL. 


He Didn’t Get to the House, but Some of 
the Members Find Him—Good 
Stories from the Capitol. 


WASHINGTON, December 15.—([Special.]— 
Speaker Crisp remained in his room at the 
Metropolitan all today considering the ques- 
tion of committees. A few members who had 
not had a heating straggled in to tell the com- 
mittee places they would like to have. Of 
course there are a half dozen committees all 
would like to serve upon, and naturally some 
must be disappointed. The committee on 
rules is the first to be appointed. That will be 
announced some time this week. Reed and 
Burrows will be the republican members. The 
two democrats, bégsides the speaker, have not 


‘been decided upon, but itisthought probable 


that McMillin and Springer will be chosen. 
They are looked upon as the two best posted 
men on parliamentary rules in the party. 

He May Not Stop. 

Speaker Crisp will leave for home the early 
part of next week. The chances are that he 
will go directly home without stopping over 
anywhere. He thought of accepting the invi- 
tation to stop over a short while in Atlanta, 
but on account of the recent afflictions in his 
family, he feels that he would prefer not to 
enter into any affairs of asocial nature. He 
prefers under the circumstances to go directly 
home and remain quietly there in the bosom 


of his family until it is necessary for him to re- . 


turn to Washington. 


The Americus Gavel. 


* ®peaker Crisp today received a beautiful 


gavel from his constituents in Americus. It 
was of Georgia oak, mounted in gold taken 
from the mines of Georgia. It bears the in- 
scription: ‘‘Presented to Hon. Charles F. 
Crisp, speaker of the house, fifty-second con- 
gress, by his constituents of Americus, Ga.” 
Then around the handle, on a gold band, is 
engraved, ‘‘Georgia oak.” Itis too handsome 
for permanent use, but will be initiated, then 
given a prominent position in the speaker's 


room. 
Kyle’s Bunco Game. 


Senator Kyle, of South Dakota, the man 
who calls himself an ‘‘indecrat,”’ has béen 
trying to work a bunco game on the senate. 
He came here a week ago and took a seat on 
the democratic side. Then he went to Senator 
Gorman and asked to have the democratic 
steering committee assign him on committees. 
Naturally the democrats believed, from his 
request, that he was going to act with them 
and they placed him on the democratic com- 
mittee lists. Today they discovéred that the 
new senator had made a similar request of the 
republican senators and thev had likewise 
assigned him. The mattersoon became pub- 
lic and both sides were amazed that the ‘‘inde- 
crat”’ should attempt such a bunco game upon 
them. Asaresult Mr. Kyle will get a place 
on the tail end of some senate committee that 
never meets. 

The Georgia Patronage. 

The Georgia patronage under the officers of 
the house was distributed today. The new 
members of the delegation: acted conjointly 
and put Mr. W. S. Copeland, the alliance 
lecturer, into an eleven-hundred-dollar place 
under the doorkeeper; Mr. Holmes, of Meri- 
wether, into another; Lucien Davidson, of 
Atlanta, as a page, and Mr. Williams, of 
Habersham, as an elevator conductor at 
$1,209. Mr. Blount secured a good place under 
the doorkeeper for one of his constituents. 
There is another page’s place going to the 
delegation which will be filled in a few days. 

Mr. Mills Quite Sick. 

Mr. Mills has been quite ill for several days 
with a very severe cold. This morning he 
had high fever and his physicians announced 
him threatened with pneumonia. No one but 
his iminediate family has been allowed in the 
room today and his condition has been con- 
sidered serious. Tonight, however, he is pro- 
nounced somewhat better and his physicians 
hope he will escape an attack of pneumonia. 
The illness of Mr. Mills, Dr. Sowers said, was 
due to the excessive exposure to which the 
members subjected themselves during the 
Speakership contest, and he was attending 
about a dozen members who had caught bad 
colds at that time. 

The larger part of the bills introduced in the 
senate during the sessions of the last three 
days are copies of measures that were before 
the fifty-first congress at its expiration in stages 
short of final passage by both houses. 

Among the new bills presented were the fol- 
lowing: 

By Mr. Cullom—Providing for the adoption 
and use of a uniform standard automatic car 
coupler and regulating the operation and con- 
trol of freight trains used in interstate com- 
merce. 

In reference to this bill Mr. Cullom stated 
that the subject had beeri before the interstate 
commerce commission two or three sessions, 
and that that commission, after taking a great 
deal of testimony, had been unable to come to 
& Conclusion as to the kind of bill that ought 
to be passed. The bill provided means 
to find out the best device for the security of 
life and limb, and hoped that the interstate 
commerce commission would soon be able to 
report a satisfactory measure. 

Another was by Mr. Pettigrew to furnish 
rations to the Grand Army of the Republic at 
its next annual convention in Washington. It 
Provides an appropriation of half a million dol- 
lars for this purpose. 

7 Senate Committees. 

The democratic caucus committee was in 
Session from adjournment of the senate until

® list of committee assignments, but was 
Unable to complete its work and will resume 
it again tomorrow morning.

HELD UP AND ROBBED, 


A Mail Coach Held Up By Armed Men 
and Rifled. 


Cuicaaco, I1l., December 15.—Jesse James's 
exploits were Outdone tonightin Chicago. On 
one of the leading thoroughfares of Chicago 
five daring highwaymen suddenly surrounded 
one of Uncle Sam’s biggest mail wagons and 
at revolver point forced the postal employes to 
throw out several sacks. The bulky 
government vehicle was then sent flying on its 
journey, the occupants being threatened with 
instant death if they made an outcry or 
stopped. So complete was the 
prise effected by the  0bandits’ that 
the mail drivers failed to utilize 
the services of a large bulldog which 
was beside them on their seat. Near mid- 
night the stolen mail sacks, slit open and 
rifled of their contents, were found on Su- 
perior street, in the north division of 
the city, fully three miles from 
the scene of the _ robbery. At that 
hour every available man of the city detective 
force and the postoffice inspector’s staff were 
straining every nerve to obtain a clue to the 
identity of the highwaymen or their where- 
abouts. The wagon was on its way tothe 
main postoftice with mail from the stock- 
yards and southwest stations. It 
was in charge of John Creighton’ 

The driver, whipping up his horses, drove as 
rapidly as possible to the main postoftice 
where he reported the affair. An inventory 
was then made of the contents of 
the wagon and it was found 
that two registered mail pouches 
from the stockyard’s station, that from 
the southern station, and Blue Island avenue 
station, were missing. The value of the con- 
tents the officials were unable to determine, 
but it was known to be heavy. 


HE IS STILL IN JAIL. 


Edward M. Field Is Bailed on One Charge, 
but Is Arrested Again on Another. 


New YorxK, December 15.—Edward M. 
Field was indicted by the grand jury this af- 
ternoon. The indictment charges the misap- 

ropriation of mag shares of Union Pacitic, 
Gaaeet and Gulf Railway stock of par value 
of $100 each. Field spent the night at police 
headquarters, but was not confined in a cell. 

Inspector Byrnes, when asked if he consid- 
ered Field insane, said: ‘‘He certainly does not 
act like aninsane man. Heis rational in his talk 
and more than that he seems guarded in what 
he says.’”’ 

Dr. Douglass, of the Bellevue hospital, who 
is one of the commissioners of insanity, called 
and had a long talk with the district attorney. 
Dr. Matthew Field, a relative of the defend- 
ant, called later. 

When the court calendar was disposed of E. 
M. Field and his lawyers, Wilkie and Stone, 
went before the judge. Bail was fixed at 
$25,000 and John T. Terry, banker, and Pier- 

nt Morgan, banker, qualifiedin that amount. 
Field, accompanied by his counsel, then left 
the courtroom. When he reached the 
street he Was at once rearrested 
and taken to Ludlow street jail. This last 
arrest was made on an order secured by R. E. 
Deitz, of Brooklyn, and issued several weeks 
ago by Judge Pratt, of that city. Field will 
be called to plead to the indictment Thursday.

THE TERMINAL FIGHT. 


A Lively Meeting of the Directors 
~ Yesterday. 
CONFLICTING ACCOUNTS CONCERNING IT 


But the General Impression Is That 
Brice and Thomas Win. 


EAST TENNESSEE ELECTION TODAY. 


There Will Be No Delay—The Bankers’ 
Committee Seems to Be With- 
out Power. 


New York, December 15,—[Special.]— 
There is musicin the air of the Richmond 
Terminal Company, and Wall street is alert 
and marking time to the Brice-Thomas quick- 
step. 

The Terminal directors had a long and 
strictly secret session yesterday afternoon. It 
was after dark when they adjourned. 


A dozen newspaper reporters were 
in waiting when the solons dis 
banded, but the boys got no news. 
Every director told the same story, to-wit; 


‘‘We transacted only routine business and 


adjourned till tomorrow noon.”’ 

This the news gatherers interpreted as being 
mysteriously important and consequently were 
on hand at Terminal headquarters again at 
noon today to await information. 

Today’s Meeting. 

The directors met promptly and remained in 
session over two hours. When they ad- 
journed it was evident that the business trans- 
acted was more than ‘‘routine.’’ It soon be- 
came known that the question of the meeting 
which marred the harmony was as to the elec- 
tion of directors and officers of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia tomorrow. 
Some members of the Terminal board 
favored a postponement of that election 
until the advisory committee which was re- 
cently appointed should make its report and 
recommendations for the ‘“‘permanent’”’ aéd- 
justment of the Terminal’s affairs. To sugh 
postponement the Brice-Thomas party was 
unalterably opposed and on forcing the ques 
tion to a vote carried their point. 

A Brice-Thomas Victory. 

This was all of public interest that was done 
at the meeting but Wall street voted it an impor- 
tant pointgained by the Brice-Thomas contih- 
gent. Later developments were much more in- 
teresting and significant. There was a meeting 
of Terminal stockholders held at the Central 
Trust Company after 3 o’clock, at 
which over two hundred and forty 
thousand shares of Terminal stock 
were represented. Of this meeting Fred 
T. Olcott, president of the Central Trust Com- 
pany, was chairman. Mr. Olcott announced 
to the meeting that he had resigned from the 
‘advisory committee’ lately authorized to 
examine into the Terminal’s affairs, and 
gave as bis reasons for so ddlug 
that he could not approve any such stringent 
measures for the relief of the Terminal com- 
pany as a majority of the committee was dis- 
posed to recommend. 

Radical Methods Not Necessery. 

He further stated that so far as he had 
acquainted himself with the affairs of the 
Terminal company he could not see 
that any radical methods were neces- 
sary. He believed the company and 
the railroad properties it controlled were 
all perfectly solvent, and could not approve 
any plan that contemplated any assessment on 
the Terminal stock, or scaling of interest or 
principal of Terminal bonds. These views 
from Mr. Olcott were enthusiastically received 
by the Terminal stockholders present, and re- 
sulted in his selection then and there as their 
champion. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted by 
the meeting appointing a stockholders’ com- 
mittee of five to be named by Mr. Olcott, 
he himself to be chairman of that committee, 
who should devise means for handling the 
floating debts of the subordinate committées of 
the Terminal system and providing any finan- 
cial aid that the Terminal company itself 
might need. 

What Will Be the Result. 

Mr. Olcott has not yet named the stockhold- 
ers to be associated with him on this commit- 
tee. It is said that the Terminal preferred 
stockholders are in thorough sympathy with 
the Olcott committee, and if that be so it 
strengthens that programme just 50,000 shares 
in a general vote of the Terminal stockholders. 

In the light of all this new development it 
would seem that the ‘‘advisory committee,” 
heretofore appointed, will be no longer neces- 
sary to the situation. There are innumerable 
suggestions as to the further consequences of 
today’s doings, but nothing beyond what I have 
reported is assured. In some quarters it is 
said that a sweeping change in the Terminal 
management will soon be made, including 
even the retirement of President Inman. On 
the other hand, it is reported that Mr. Inman 
will continue to be president, but several of 
the present directors, including the Calhoun 
brothers, will be displaced’ 

Mr. Inmanisimperturable in spite of the 
storm. He only says: ‘‘The president of the 
Terminal company is elected by the stock- 
holders and whenever they wish my resigna- 
tion it is at their disposal.’’ 

In my opinion neither General Thomas nor 
Mr. Brice has any desire to see Mr. Inman 
supplanted by anybody else. M. J. V. 


DROPPED DEAD FROM FRIGHT. 


He Was Bitten by a Dog That He Thought 
Was Mad. 

GREENVILLE, 8S. C., December 15.—[Spe- 
cial.]}—Milton Leatherwood, a well-to-do ne- 
gro, living near Pelham mills, in this county, 
dropped dead from fright at his home, on Sat- 
urday last. He was about fifty-three years 
old and the circumstances are very peculiar. 

About four weeks ago,in separating some 
dogs that were fighting under his house he was 
bitten on the face by one of them. The 
wound was quite painful, but healed upina 
short while and caused him no uneasiness. 
The dogs afterward seemed to be all right, and 
nothing strange was noticed in their actions or 
appearance. 

A few days ago a white friend jokingly re- 
marked to Leatherwood that the dog that bit 
him had gone mad, and he would surely go 
mad also. Thinking the dog was really mad 
he became exceedingly gloomy, and told his 
family he was going to die from hydrophobia. 
In a short while, despite their assurances that 
the dog was not mad, alsoof the friend who 
jokingly told him the dog was mad, he became 
more gloomy, and on Saturday morning last 
he dropped dead on the floor of his room. 


“ARE YOU READY?” 


4 Street Duel Between a Preacher and & 
Prominent Citizen. 


Razin, N. C., December 15.—[Special.]— 


Chapter 2 of the affair at Snowhill, Greene 
county, causes fully as great a sensation as 
chapter 1, 

Letters received here today state that Rev. 
J. T. Abernathy and William E. Grimsley en- 
gaged in a street duel, with revolvers, there 
yesterday afternoon. Grimsley had sent the 
preacher word that he would shoot him on 
sight. Abernathy, 
himself. 

The men met and Grimsley several times 
asked the question, ‘‘Are you ready?” 

Both drew their revolers and tired at each 
other until the chambers of the weapons were 
empty. Abernathy fell, having received 
wounds in the head and face. One bullet en- 
fered the forhead, and, passing around the 
skull, made its exit at the back of the head. 
Grimsley was struck only once, the ball pass- 
ing through the thigh. 

It may be imagined how great the sensation, 
this street duel between a prominent Metho- 
dist preacher and a well-known citizen, cre- 
ated. Grimsley was under a five-hundred- 
dollar bond to keep the peace toward Aber- 
nathy. 

Last Friday, it will be remembered, Grims- 
ley, who had secreted himself in his own 
house, having suspected the preacher, de- 
tected the latter in the act of kissing Mrs. 


Grimsley and shot him. Abernathy threw up 


his handsin front of his face and those re- 


4 ceived most of the load of bird shot fired at 


him atclose range. A good many shot, how- 
ever, struck Abernathy’s face. 

The gravest charges are made against Aber- 
nathy by the injured husband. It has been re- 
ported that Grimsley has deserted his wife, 
whoisan attractive woman of twenty-five, 
but this is untrue. 

Both the preacher and Grimsley were ar- 
rested yesterday. The injuries of neither are 
considered dangerous, though Abernathy’s 
are the worst. The church will now take up 
the matter. Abernathy, after the first shoot- 
ing, tendered his resignation as a preacher.

THE DISEASE INCREASING IN EUROPE: 


Members of the Royal Families Who Are 
Suffering with the Influenza. 
Lonpon, December 15.—Influenza is raging 
in many parts of the United Kingdom and is 
imcreasing in severity. A dispatch from Edin- 
burgh states that Lord Provost Russell is 


es with the disease asis also ex-Lord 


rovost John Boyd. Major General Pedlar 
died today at Piymouth of influenza, after a 
short illness. Thenoted Irish doctor, Sir John 
Banks, is suffering from the disease. 

Advices from the continent show thatin- 
fluenza is epidemic in many parts of Europe. 
Among the more prominent g@fferers from the 
disease was Archduke Sigismund, of Austria, 
whodied this morningin Vienna. He attended 
the obsequies of his brother, Archduke 
Henry, who died from pneumonia a few days 
ago and shortly afterward .he was himself 
taken sick. 

Archduchess Maria Valeria, the youngest 
daughter of the emperer of Austria, who was 
married July 31, 1890, to Franz Salvator, arch- 
duke of Austria-Tuscany, and who expects to 
be confined in February, is prostrated with 
the disease. 

A dispatch from Berlin says Privy Coun- 
selor Lopez, the noted German savanty, who 


had been ill with influenza, died at this city. 


A number of British soldiers in garrison at 
Gibraltar areinthe hospital suffering from the 
disease, and many others have been attacked 
with a milder form of the epidemic. 


AN IMITATOR 


Of the New York Dynamiter Turns Up in 
Berlin. 


Beri, December 15.—A case similar to 
the recent attempt on the life of Russell Sage 
in New York, occurred in this city today. The 
imitator of Sage’s assailant had apparently 
followed closely the accounts published here 
of the Sage affair, as his plan of operation 
was exactly the same as that 
of the New York dynamiter, although for- 
tunately at the critical moment he lost his 
nerve and ran when his intended victim 
shouted for help. He was captured, however, 
and in his poekets were found packages of 
gunpowder and of some white powder, the na- 
ture of which is not yet determined.

Removed by the Pope. 


Romer, December 15.—Manager Folchi has 
been deposed by the pope from the vice chan- 
cellorship of the apostolic chamber, owing to 
faults of the administration. 

Folchi was one of the administrators of St. 
Peter’s pence, and in July last he was re- 
moved from that position on account of the 
losses sustained by that fund and because of 
imprudentinvestments and loans which had 
been made under his administration. 


A Russo-Turkish Alliance, 


Sr. PeterspurG, December 15.—The No- 
vosti publishes an article today in which it 
urges analliance between Russia and Tur- 
key, which have heretofore, to say the least, 
not been regarded as friends.

WILL IT DISBAND ? 


The Treachery of Chairman Reemelin tb 
Governor Campbell 


MAY DISBAND THE DUCKWORTH CLUB. 


Witnesses Ready to Swear That 
Reemelin Paid Them 


TO WORK FOR M'KINLEY’S ELECTION. 


Some Unwritten History in the Ohio Cam- 
paign — Ohio’s Big Demo- 
cratic Club. 


OINCINNATI, O., December 13.—[Special. ]—- 
A well-founded rumor is current today that 
the Duckworth Club, the largest and most in- 
fluential political organization in the demo- 
cratic part of Ohio, is about to disband on ac- 
count of internal dissensions, growing out of 
the warfare against Governor Campbeil; 
rather, the present board of directors will be 
fired, or the matter will be taken tocourt in the 
shape of a petition setting forth that the club 
is insolvent and that it will be to the best in- 
terests of the stockholders to have the organ- 
ization wiped out of existence. 

Bernard and Reentelin’s Treachery. 

This is the result of the treachery of 
Bernard, Reemelin and the gang to Gov- 
ernor Campbell. When Reemelin was 
elected chairman ofthe democratic county 


executive committee he gave every pledge of. 


his word of honor to support Campbell, After 
the election came charges that Reemejin had 
hired and paid men to vote for McKinley. 
The charges were formally preferred against 
Reemelin by Stam Auditor John Brady, 
and now comes a little unwritten history 
showing what a hold 
had on the club. 

A meeting of the directors of the club was 
called for last Wednesday night to hear the 
charges ainst Reemelin. Brady was 
present with witnesses whom Reemelin had 
paid to work for Mr, McKinley. 

Paid to Work for McKinley. 

There were five or six witnesses 
and all were ready to _ testify 
that Reemelin paid them to work for 
McKinley. When all was ready it was dis- 
covered that there was nota quorum of 
the board of directors present. Brady then 
asked when the case could be beard and the 
directors told him they did not know, but said 
they would notifyhim in time. Brady left 
the clubhouse and five minutes later five 
of the’ directors signed a call for 
a meeting Friday night. Friday morning 
Frank Burns, one of Bernard’s henchmen, 
called at the auditor’s office for Brady and 
learned that he was sick in bed with la grippe. 
Then came a hustle fora meeting of the di- 


rectors that night. 
Burns's Dirty Work. 

It was after 9 o’clock when a quorum was 
secured. Brady was not present; and when 
Director McCabe asked where he was Burns 
intimated that Brady desired to drop the 
charges. Burns then moved that the matter 
of the charges against President Reemelin be 
laid on the table without further consideration, 
and the motion was carried, McCabé voting 
“aye” under the impression that Brady in- 
tended to drop the charges. 

The next day when Brady heard what was 
done he was angry and sowas McCabe, who 
claims that things were misrepresented to him. 
Brady then demanded another meeting of the 
directors, and the meeting is set for next Fri- 
day night. Brady will then demand that the 
motion laying his charges on the table be re- 
considered and that the charges be heard. 

Plenty of Testimony to Convict. 

He has plenty of testimony to convict 
Reemelin, and he and some of _ the 
other members of the -club say they are 
bound to have Reemelin fired. If 
there is any monkeyin next Friday 
night the stockholders of the club will be 
called together and a demand made of them 
to depose the present board of directors, If 
this fails, then the matter will be taken into 
court aud the club will be disbanded as an in- 
solvent corporation. Brady has in his posses- 
sion a petition signed by more than one hun- 
dred members of the club for this purpose and 
unless Reemelin is deposed as president the 
club will surely be dissolved.

The Democratic Programme. 

We were discussing yesterday, by the light 
of some observations made by The New 
York World, the proper legislative policy for 
the democrats in congress to pursue. Our 
able contemporary, it will be remembered, 
suggested that the manifestation of a pur- 
pose to repeal the McKinley acts and the 
Sherman silver law would be in the nature 
of a proposition to tear down, with no cor- 
responding purpose to build up; a singular 
suggestion to make, unless we are to con- 
clude that tariff reform is precisely what 
the republican party chooses to make it— 
unless democratic tariff reform is always to 
begin where republican tariff builders leave 
off. 
In 1887 and in the earlier part of 1888, a 
great many feather-headed editors were flying 
at THE CONSTITUTION and reading it out of 
the party because it advocated a judicious 
policy of tariff reform as opposed to the 
wild and formless propositions of some 
of the leaders. Believing in the prin- 
ciple of tariff reform, THE CONSTITU- 
TION thought that the policy ought 
to be pressed on conservative and pru- 
dent lines, andin connection with other and 
equally important issues. We have thought 
since that had the policy advocated by THE 
CONSTITUTION been adopted in 1888, the 
cause of tariff reform*would now be much 
fur:her advanced. In any event, there is 
one fact which democrats cannot afford to 
blink—namely, that defeat is a long step 
backward, and that success alone can invest 
a given policy with the power to work re- 
sults. Out of the curious effort to make a 
question of policy the all-in-all of democracy 
came the defeat of 1888, and the formidable 


_ results of that defeat we have in the shape 


of the McKinley acts, the Sherman silver 
law, and the deluge of pensions. 

These results are so oppressive and so 
threatening tothe people that the demo- 
cratic party cannot afford to take any more 
chances of defeat in 1892. . Recent events 
appear to indicate that this is thoroughly un- 
derstood by the democratic leaders who will 
have charge of affairs in the house. Just 
how far their understanding and apprecia- 
tion go in this direction we are not prepared 
to say, but it is a matter that ought to ap- 
peal very strongly to the patriotism of the 
party. Defeat next year would be taken by 
the republicans to mean an endorsement, not 
only of the McKinley acts, but of the legis- 
lation shadowed forth by the force bill; in 
fact, it would be taken to mean a great many 
other things which the democrats cannot af- 
ford to contemplate with equanimity. 

Three propositions have been made in re- 
gard to the policy which the democrats in 
congress should pursue. The first has in 
view the framing and discussion of a general 
tariff bill; the second proposes to introduce 
a number of bills nibbling at the tariff in 
various directions; while the third proposes 
to move against the McKinley bill and the 
other republican legislation against which 
the people protested with such vehemence 
in 1890. 

The objection to the first proposition is that 
the whole session would be wasted in- fram 
ing a revision bill and discussing it with no 
sort of hope of making any headway what- 
ever in the direction of tariff reform. The 
second proposition is reasonably attractive, 
but it has this objection—that any single 
measure of reduction which might go 
through congress would redound as much to 
the credit of the Harrison administration 
and the republican party as to the credit of 
the democrats. It is not. good politics to 
play into the hands of your opponents and 
give them an opportunity to correct their 
mistakes. The third proposition strikes us 
as eminently simple and direct. It makes 
the acts of the billion dollar congress the 
issue, and it is an issue that the most ig- 
norant voter can comprehend. 

So far as tariff reform is concerned, there 
can be no hope for it until the democratic 
party has complete control of the govern- 
ment. Democratic success is more impor- 
tant than any single issue, and the policy of 
the party should be molded wholly by con- 
siderations of success. The first and best 
thing to do is to convince the country that 
mugwumpism, whether that term covers 
free trade or republican monometailism,is no 
longer a part of the democratic programme.

Mr. Wakefield is sensationa}) and extrava- 
gant, but it is impossible to read his article 
and glance at our newspapers without ad- 
mitting that he is not far wrong. 

Within the” past week the murder of a 
whole family in Florida, and the killing of 
his wife by 4 Georgia husband because the 
woman refused to assassinate a neighbor of 
whom the husband was jealous, have 
shocked our readers, and within the same 
period nearly every state in the union has 
furnished something horrible to add to the 
criminal] record. 

A long red list of murders might easily 
be made up for every month in the year. 
We talk sorrowfully about the lax morals of 
certain European countries, but in crimes of 
violence we outnumber them 25 per cent, 


_ and each census shows that while their crim- 


inals are decreasing, ours are increasing in 
number. 

Our English reviewer does not strain the 
situation when he Says that the brand of 
Cain is upon us. We are an intemperate, 
reckless people, with little regard for the 
rights or the lives of others. Even in our 
older states the law is frequently openly de- 
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| fied. Men wear their legal duties as lightly 


as they do their religion, and secret assassi- 
nations, as well as murders, are beginning to 
crop out in business, politics and domestic 
life. Twoofour presidents have been as- 
sassinated in less than a generation. Preach} 
ers and millionaires are targets for pistols 
and bombs. Husbands and wives murder 
each other. Sleeping families in lonely 
country houses are butchered. And then 
the ordinary homicides—they are _ too 
numerous to classify. 

What is the remedy? Frankly, we do not 
know. Perhaps no speedy change for the 
better is to be expected. This young nation 
may have to wallow for generations in the 
slough of drunkenness, and glut its murder- 
ous thirst for blood. It will take time for 
Christianity and civilization to do their per- 
fect work. Despite our boasting, the church 
and the law have gained scarcely more than 
a good foothold in this new country. Their 
influence and their results are still in the 
future. That they will finally triumph over 
evil we cannot doubt, but it is to be feared 
that for many a long year to come the brand 
of Cain will be only too common among us.

Facing death, the compositors stood at 
their cases or sat at their machines setting

ers went about their work as calmly as ever. 
Even the women—for there were women at 
work in the composing room—stuck to their 
tasks regardless of danger. 

The editorial writers and reporters. turned 
ont copy and cracked their jokes as usual. 
The managing editor issued an order to get 
the paper out on time, and told his assist- 


use the fire escapes. Down stairs the water 
rolled in and threatened to put out the 
furnace fire, but dams of ashes headed it off 
from the engine and presses. 

From the roof to the cellar, editors, re- 
porters, printers and other employes worked 
on in the smoke, sometimes turning aside to 
fight the flames that darted through the 
windows, and at last, half-suffocated and 
half-blind their work was done, and the 
paper went to press. 

It was a haggard, flame-smitten crowd 
that crawled out of The Commercial Gazette 
building that Sunday morning, but the 
paper got out, and the building was saved 
by a scratch, as it were. 

When it comes to endurance and fearless- 
ness in the presence of death, give us the 
newspaper man all the time! Look at the 
three Chicago reporters who perished in a 
fire a few weeks ago. Look at MacGahon, 
thé correspondent,who went through battles, 
sieges and marches only to die of spotted 
feverin Turkey. Look at Burnaby, writing 
like a Dumas and fighting like a Bayard, 
dying in the Soudan, and strangling the 
Arab whose spear had given him a mortal 
wound. Look at Cameron, killed by a 
bullet in Africa while writing a letter on 
the ‘battlefield to a London paper. 

When the earthquake a few years ago 
caused the newspaper buildings in Carolina 
and Georgia to rock to their foundations, 
the writers, printers and others remained at 
their posts. When cholera and yellow 
fever have scourged the land these midnight 
toilers died in harness rather than flee toa 
place of refuge. 

‘*The paper must get out on time!”’ No- 
body but a newspaper man understands the 
magic of that phrase. It is the unwritten 
law of the sanctum, the composing room and 
the cellar, and the man who ignores it is 
forever disgraced among his fellows. Is all 


we simply know that newspaper men will 
run greater risks and make greater sacri- 
fices for their work than perhaps any other 
class of toilers.

The National Hotel Rumored to Have 
Been Purchased 


BY THE RICHMOND AND DANVILLE 


For a Depot and Headquarters for the En- 
tire System—The Rumor Given 
General Credence. 


One of the biggest deals in geal estate which 
Atlanta hus known for some time was re- 
ported to have been made yesterday. 

This was the purchase of the old 
National hotel property on Peachtree street, 
running back to Broad and fronting on the 
railroad 210 feet. 

The price said to have been paid was $300,- 
000 and the purchaser, the Richmgnd and 
Danville railroad. 

That was the rumor current among real 
estate men yesterday, and it was given the 
utmost credence by all. 

It could not be ascertained last night 
whether the papers had been signed, but those 
interested who were seen said such negotia- 
tions had been going on for a week past. 

The property belongs to Mrs. Mary E, 
Dougherty, who lives at 31 Gilmer street. 

The real estate men were notin itin any 
way. Mr. Jack Spalding is reported to have 
consummated the trade, and the fact that 
he is now absent in New York confirms 
the belief. Mrs. C. T. Flynn, the daughter of 
Mrs. Dougherty, said last night- that Mr. 
Spalding was jprominently connected with 
the deal. 

It has been an open secret for some time 
that the Richmond and Danville has been 
casting about for permanent quarters in 
Atlanta. Various schemes have _ been 
proposed to secure this end, the latest 
of which, perhaps, was the talk about leasing 
the new Equitable building, ora large part 
of it. 

This, it seemed, would be consummated 
atone time, but the objection was raised 
against the location that it could not be used 
for depot purposes, as well as for general head- 
quarters, a requisite the company very much 
desired. 

The report of yesterday’s trade seems all the 
more probable by the fact that the site named 
offers both these advantages. It would be 
hard to find a location in Atlanta which would 
be more convenient for a new depot and head 
quarters combined. 

According to the rumors yesterday the 
Richmond and Danville will erecta magnifi- 
cent building on the site facing.on both Broad 
and Peachtree streets, the ground floor, of 
course, to be utilized for depot purposes.

‘PUT HIM IN JAIL. 


A Witnéss’s Confession to Clear a 
Defendant 


/RESULTS IN TROUBLE FOR HIMSELF. 


Happenings Yesterday in the Various De- 
partments of the United States 
Building. 


A United States witness got himself into a 
peck of trouble yesterday. 

And the laugh is on Colonel - Bill Day, of 
Pickens county, who, in attempting to clear 
oné defendant, may be instrumental in send- 
ing two to jail. 

Yesterday morning among a number of reve- 
nue cases that against Reuben F. Anderson, 
of Dawson county, was called. The charge 
was that of illicit distilling and the man 
pleaded ‘‘not guilty.” 

The government put forth its evidence for 
the prosecution and then the defense, 
represented by Colonel Day, took a4 
hand, The colonel placed on the 
stand a young, beardless boy, Stephen 
Hammontree, of Dawson, who declared that 
he was the owner and operator of the distillery, 
which Andezson was accused of running. 

The boy’s stay onthe stand was amusing. 
Every time Assistant Attorney Angier would 
ask him a question, Hammontree would con- 
tract his face, look at his feet, then up at the 
ceiling, out of the windows, and wind up the 
display with a yawn. Then the answer would 
come forth with a drawl. 

The jury didn’t seem to take much to the 
witness’ statements, and hardly credited the 
proprietorship of a moonshining establish- 
ment to a boy, who gave his age as seventeen. 

As a result, a verdict of guilty was rendered, 
and Judge Newman sentenced Anderson to 
four months’ imprisonment and a fine of $100. 

Then Colonel Darnell stepped in. Ham- 
montree was put in charge of a bailiff and the 
district attorney sent him to jail to awaita 
preliminary trial for moonshining. Ander- 
son will be called as a witness against him and 
his confession also used. 

Colonel Day couldn’t understand it. He 
declared that Anderson was perfectly inno- 
centand thatthe confession of the witness 
should not legally operate against himself. 

Nevertheless, both Dawson county men are 
now keeping each other company in the 
county prison. 

Wants Another Chance. 

Alexander Ash, of Gwinnett covnty, the 
first and only moonshiner whom Judge New- 
man has ever sentenced to the penitentiary, 
wants another trial. 

Two weeks ago he was given fifteen months’ 
hard labor at the Columbus penitentiary, and 
a fine of $100, and yesterday his petifion for a 
new trial was filed in the district court,

There is a iittle squabble at the custom 
house between General Lewis and the officials 
on the floors above the postofiice. 

The latter want Mr. Lyon, the Washington 
contractor, to go ahead with his work and ar- 
range the heating apparatus, as they have suf- 
fered severely during every coo! snap. But 
the postmaster says that the work will cause 
the boilers to be removed while it is going on, 
and that the many postoftice ofticials and em- 
ployes will be left in the coid for the next ten 
or twelve weeks.

In Cleburn county, Alabama, Deduty Col- 
lector Briggs captured a one-hundred-and- 
twenty-five-galion [copper still on Monday 
—an unusually big one. With this were 
fourteen square vats and fermenters.

10 SAVE HIS NECK 


The Attorneys of John Barry ‘Are Mak- 
ing Strenuous Efforts. 


HE IS SENTENCED TO HANG FRIDAY, 


But a Petition Is Ready to Be Presented to 
the Governor—His Victim Aslgs That 
the Governor Do Not Interfere. 


To hang, or not to hang. 

That’s the question with John Barry, who 
pow languishes in McDonough jail under 
sentence of death. 

Without interference from the higher 
authorities that sentence will be put in execu- 
tion next Friday. 

And John Barry will be beyond the reach of 
haman clemency. 

In the meantime his attorneys are making 
mighty efforts to secure a respite, or a commu- 
tation. 

But they are faced with a dilemma that may 
mean utter failure to them. 

And John Barry may swing from the gal- 
lows already prepared for him next Friday, 
without even an application being made to the 
governor for clemency. 

Day after tomorrow is the day set for Barry’s 
execution, and all the preparation incident to 
such an event has been made. The gallows, 
strong and steady, stands grim and awe-in- 
spiring in the jailyard; the rope has been pre- 
pared; Barry has been paying the devotions 
usual with condemned criminals before being 
executed, and even the smallest detail of the 
hanging has been fixed. Late Friday night 
Governor Northen will reach Atlanta, but 
before that time Barry may have gone to his 
doom. 

The wires were freely used yesterday by 
Barry's attorneys inquiring for the governor's 
whereabouts. Major Warren replied in the 
afternoon that he was at Biakely, but before 
a message could have reached him there he 
would be on his way to Cuthbert, twenty-five 
miles distant, to take the train for Macon. 

This was a difficulty not calculated upon by 
the attorneys, but they decided that they 
would meet him in Macon today. But they 
may not see him there, and the cause of it will 
be the excessive rains of yesterday. After 
finishing his speech at Biakely yesterday it 
was the governor’s intention of going through 
the country to Cuthbert, to take the Macbdn 
train, but it is thought that he did not do so. 

“If it rained there as much as it did here,”’ 
said Captain Bradwell, ‘‘he could not possibly 
make the trip over the country roads, and 
across the water courses. Many telegrams 
were sent today by the world’s fair committee 
Inquiring if he would be there, but nothing 
can be heard.”’ 

It may be that if the petition for mercy for 
John Barry could be presented to the governor, 
his neck would be saved.

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CAPTAIN CLAYTON'S REPORT, 


Showing the Work Done by Atlanta 
Towards Paving the Streets in 1891. 

Captain R. M. Clayton, the city engineer, 
has prepared his annual report of the street 
paving done in Atlanta during the year past, 
It reaches up to January ist, making allow- 
ea for what shall be completed within that 

The report shows that seven miles of street 
paving had been laid with granite block, at a 
total cost of $172,350.68, 

ut this burden, 
been distributed. The 
third of the whole amount, or $57,450.22 from 
the general tax; the street car lines were re- 
sponsible for nine feet of the aving where 
they had tracks, or $24,640.59 a the propert 
holders pay the rest, $81,090.81. The latter's 
debt can never be over two-thirds of the cost, 
and in case of there being a car line is, of 
course, much less. 

Captain Clayton’s report gives some inter- 
esting facts. The street receiving the greatest 
expenditure was Pryor, from Georgia avenue 
to the city limits, a length of 3,584 feet, which 
cost $19,019.22. But Magnolia street from 
Marietta to Vine street, a distance of 
3,885 feet, cost on! y $13,468.26 as it 
is somewhat narrower than Pryor street. 

The next street on the list, conspicuous for 
the work done and its cost, is Loyd, it having 
been paved from Hunter to Rawson, a dis- 
tance of 26,006 feet, at a cost of $14,517.32. 
Of those streets receiving attention during 
this year Thompson street got the least im- 

rovements. It was paved for 150 feet, from 

eters to Garnett street, which cost $322.17. 

The most expensive paving was done on 
Church street, it being forty feet wide be- 
tween the curbs and without a railroad to di- 
vide the expense. The least expense was 
borne by the property owners. of 
Woodward avenue from Washington street to 
Capitol avenue. It cost only 594 cents per front 
foot here as the street is but twelve feet wide 
and it has a car line. 

These figures show that more mileage was 
laid in pavement than any year hitherto, The 
work of 1883 comes next to this year’s with 
6.35 miles. Last year but 4.8 miles were laid, 
it having cost $149,254.74. 

Work on three other streets has been 
authorized by the council, but it will not be 
more than a third completed by January Ist. 
This will be an addition to the figures 
already given. Simpson street between 
Marietta and Lambert streets will be paved a 
length of 2,365 feet and this will be first com- 
pleted. Then Georgia avenue wil) be paved 
from Washington street to Grant park; 
Boulevard from Decatur to Edgewood avenue; 
and Simpson street from Marietta to West 
Peachtree. 

This shows what an extensive work is being 
done on the streets of Atlanta. This, too, is 
altogether exclusive of the tearing up and 
relaying of the blocks by the street car lines 
for their own improvements.

A GLOOMY PROSPECT FOR THE HOLIDAYS 


For the Men Who Find Themselves Out of 
Work—What the Officials 
Have to Say. 


Macon, Ga., December 15.—[Special.]— 
There is consternation at the shops of the Cen- 
tral railroad in this city today. Ninety-eight 
men have been suspended, embracing forty- 
four in the car department and _ fifty-four 
machinists and blacksmiths. This is certainly 


avery unpleasant Christmas and New’ Year 


remembrance. Superintendent Curran, of 
the Southwestern railroad, says the suspension 
may not last more than sixty days, 
but of this he can give no positive assurance. 
He says the suspension is due tothe fact that 
there is no work at the shop for the men to do, 
and that it will not pay the road to retain the 
employes longer at the present time. The 
work at the yards is said to be completely up, 
and the absence of the men wil! not canse 
any inconvenience to the road. Gatekeeper 
Simmons and Night-Watchman McKenny 
at the passenger depot have also been sus- 
pended. Itis understood that the suspension 
of employes will be general all along the line. 
Payday Not Regular. 


Until recently the Central road was never 
known to be behind in paying its employes. 
It always had a tixed date and never failed to 
meet it. . This fine record has been broken of 
late, and the employes are anxiously waiting 
to seeif the pay train will come with their 
November salary before the 20th instant. The 
boys want their money in time for the Cbrist- 
mas holidays. “The report reaches Macon that 
the mechanics employed in the Central shops 
at Savannal have been much dissatisfied of 
late at the Central’s delay in paying them. 
She Press, of that city, has been giving the 
matter attention, and says: 

“On Satarday afternoon, as they had not yet 
received their money for November, a meeting 
was held and a committee of six, composed of 
two machinists, two carpenters, and two paint- 
ers, Was appointed to visit the master me- 
chanic and see if any information could be ob- 
tained from him. Hecould give the men no 
sutisfaction, and the committee visited the 
otlice of the general superintendent. There, 
itis understood, they were told that they 
would be paid off in checks not later than the 
16th, and that any bank in the city would 
cash the checks without discount. With this 
understanding the men retired somewhat bet- 
ter satistied. Rumors were current Saturday 
night and Sunday morning that the men in- 
tended striking. This proves to be untrue. 

A Press reporter saw Master Mechanic Antz 
Monday morning and asked him if there was 
any truth in the report about a probable strike. 

““No,”’ was the reply, ‘‘there is not. I heard 
the rumor was being circulated, and I traced 
it toa few malcontents who have been trying 
to make the men dissatistied. 

“The matter has been satisfactorily ar- 
ranged, andthe men are all at work now. 
There is no probability of a strike, for, in my 
opinion, the men are glad to continue at work. 
Their pay is perhaps more secure than their 
positions.”’ 
Cutting Down the Force. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., December 15.—[Specia). ]— 
The officers of the: Richmond and Danville 
railroad have issued orders to reduce the force 
of employes in the shops. The force has been 
cut down twenty-five per cent. 

Nearly one hundred men have been dis- 
charged. ‘his means a reduction of some 
$4,500 on the monthly pay roll. This act has 
aroused much bitierness,and the _ railway 
authorities are censured by the community.

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WORK OF THE COURTS. 


What Was Done Yesterday in the Three 
Tribunals. 


A CASE BEFORE ORDINARY CALHOUN. 


The Divorce Mill Stops Grinding— Railway 
Lawvers File Jurisdiction Papers. 
Judge Van Epps Fines Two Lawyers. 


——— + 


Yosterday morning Messrs. Dorsey, Brew- 
tter & Howell, counsel of the East Tennes- 
see, Virginia and Georgia Railway Company, 
filed a number of “‘pleas of jurisdiction’’ in the 
oftice of the clerk of the superior court. 

The pleas are in the cases in. which the fol- 
lowing persons are the plaintiffs: A. J. Noyes, 
Lacy Ashley, Emma Gilbert, R. K. Gilbert, 
Matt Wilson, John A. Stinson, A. V. Sluder 
and John 8S. Brooks. 

These plaintiffs sue for heavy damages for 
personal injuries. They were injured in acci- 
dents happening in various places along the 
line of the road in other counties than Fulton. 
The object of these pleas is to change the venue 
to where the plaintiffs live. 

For a long time past nearly all cases against 
the East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railway have been tried in Atlanta. Within 
the past thirty days the company, as defend- 
antin big damage suits, has gained verdicts 
which saved nearly fifty thousand dollars. 
These cases have a!l been managed by Messrs. 
Dorsey, Brewster & Howell, and their un- 
broken success has been the talk of the bar. 

Fined for Talking. 

Mr. Thod Hammond and Mr. Robert J. 
Jordan, two well-known lawyers, were en- 
gaged in a somewhat suppressed, yet ani- 
mated, conversation in the city courtroom 
while a case was in progress. 

Judge Van Epps said he disliked to fine any 
members of the bar for talking in his court 
and disturbing him, yet he must make an ex- 
ample, and he said to Dr. Holliday: 

‘‘Let Mr. Hammond and Mr. Jordan each 
be fined $1.”’ 

Mr. Hammond’s hand went down suddenly 
in his pantaloons pocket, and out came 
a brand-new shiny silver dollar. 

Mr. Jordan happened not to have anything 
less than a twenty-dollar bill, so he stood the 
clerk off, saying: ‘‘I’)l fix that later.” 

This amusing occurrence provoked a good 
deal of merriment at the lawyers’ expense. 

To Condemn Land. 

Ordinary Calhoun will this morning hear a 
railway matter of considerable importance. 
The Georgia, Carolina and Northern railway 
wants tocondemn certain property controlled 
by the Georgia railroad. The land starts at 
Colonel! W. H. Hulsey’s residence and runs as 
far as Grant street. The Georgia railroad 
objects to this, and will fight it befor Judge 
Calhoun. The case was set fora hearing yes- 
terday, but at Judge Hillyer’s request was 
postponed till today. 

Before Judge Van Epps. 

In the first division of the city court of At- 
lanta, Judge Howard Van Epps presiding, a 
great many cases were disposed of yesterday. 

In the case of J. T. Vickery vs. W. A. Rob- 
inson judgment was entered for the plaintiff 
for $300 principal and $60 as attorneys’ fees, 
and costs. 

In the case of Snell & Meharg vs. R. H. 
Richards & Co.,a verdict was rendered for 
the plaintiffs for $119.25 principal and $9.23 
interest, and costs. 

In the case of D. Landreth & Son vs. J. C. 
McMillan & Co., a verdict was rendered for 
the plaintiff for $572.55 principal, $30.25 in- 
terest, and costs. 

The case of Lamar Jones ys. thecity of 
Atlanta, which was on trial Monday, was 
concluded, the jury returning a verdict for the 
plaintiff for 3300. 

In the case of Kierbow vs. the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, which was an 
action for the statutory penalty for not deliver- 
ing a message promptly, the court held that no 
recovery could be had unless the sender of the 
dispatch paid or tendered the charges in ad- 
vance, and that the statute did not apply to 
messages sent ‘‘collect.’”’ This important de- 
cision materially restricts the operation of the 
Statute. The case was accordingly dismissed 
on demurrer. 

The case of Theodore F.

Will Wright was tried for larceny, and, 
onder the judge’s direction, the case was dis- 
missed.

A Bright Young Man Defends Himself Suc- 
cessfully. 

Atlanta has a young man about ‘sixteen 
years old, named Paul Bradbury, who will be

He works in the furniture factory of Boyd & 
Baxter and is regarded as one of the most 
trustworthy and skilitul artisans in the estab- 
lishment. 

A few daays ago a young Bradbury was ar- 
resied on the cliarge of rocking a disreputable 
house,and a swarm of soiled doves appeared as 
Witnesses dgainst him. 

Hie was committed to jail in default of bail 
and spent one night behind the bars. 

His mother, a respectable lady, was grieved 
sorely because of her boy’s trouble, and she 
was on the point of engaging a lawyer to get 
him out of prison.
